Why Evangelize the Jew? 


An editorial by J. E. Harris 


N THE past three years I have lived 
I in three different cities. In the two 

larger of them I found a quiet work 
of Christian witness to Jews being car- 
ried on. In the smallest there was none 
of a local character, But-even in the 
larger centers those withea concern for 
the salvation of Israel sufficient to make

them do something about it were a very 
small group of folk. 

Brethren, these things ought not to be. 
We should not be so neglectful of pre- 
senting Christ to His brethren after the 
flesh. They suffer and we suffer for that 
neglect. Does anyone ask why evangel- 
ize the Jew? Here are some reasons. 

1. We are commanded t6 take the Gos- 
pel t the Jew. The Great Commission 
bids, ws “make disciples” of all nations, 
and does not except the Jew. When the 
Duke of Wellington was asked if he 
thought the Church should send mis- 
sionaries to the heathen, his reply was, 
“Look to your marching orders!” We 
@ften quote that in connection with evan- 
gelizing the heathen, but it apvlies just 
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as much to evangelizing the Jew. If 
any asks, Why present Christ to Israel? 
we say, Look to your marching orders. 
Our Lord, as recorded in Mark 16:15, 
left behind Him the command to “preach 
the gospel to every creature,” or “the 
whole creation” (R.V.). This includes 
the Jew, and our obcdience to this com- 
mand is incomplete while we leave out 
the Jew in our work of evangelizing 
men. 

That Christ has commanded it is suf- 
ficient for His servants, and other rea- 
sons for evangelizing the Jew are not 
needed to require of us this service. But 
there are other reasons that serve to 
emphasize our Lord’s command and help 
us to understand why He would have 
us evangelize the Jew. 

2. For one thing, Jews need the Gos- 
pel because Judaism as a religion is not 
good enough. Some imagine it is. They 
say the Jews are not heathen; they wor- 
ship our God; surely that is good enough. 
But it is not. 

Judaism is out of step with God. It 
lags behind God’s revelation. In history 
it belongs to B.C. not to A.D. It is Old 
Testament religion, and the Old Testa- 
ment religion was, in a sense, an interim 
religion. It was of God, but it was not 
all God had to give, and was intended 
for Israel only until “the fulness of the 
time” should come, and God should send 
forth His Son. His coming fulfilled the 
promise made to Abraham, fulfilled the 
Old Testament hope, and brought in a 
new and more blessed era. But thereby 
the Old Testament form of religion was 
rendered obsolete, and to cling to Juda- 
ism now is to be a whole age behind 
God’s working. Judaism in the Chris- 
tian Era is an anachronism, a throwback 
to an interim stage in revealed religion. 

Moreover Judaism is encrusted with 
much human tradition that is no essen- 
tial part even of Old Testament religion. 
Its greatest defect, however, is its lack 
of a satisfying word for the guilty con- 
science. Cut off from the Temple wor- 
ship at Jerusalem for centuries, Judaism 
has in all that time lacked the blood 
of atonement, even in the typical form 
in which it was provided in the sac- 
rifices of Old Testament worship. Juda- 
ism therefore has not the full, clear 
assurance of forgiveness that the Gospel 
provides. 

One Hebrew Christian tells us that he 
was greatly perturbed on seeing his 
orthodox father on his deathbed in dread 
of what lay before him — perturbed that 
the Jewish religion which he loved had 
no comfort to offer his dying father. 
In time the son read the New Testa- 
ment, read of the Lord Jesus, His life, 
death, and resurrection. The story of 
Stephen’s triumphant death rejoiced his 
heart so that he wept for joy that death 
could be so peaceful and glorious. He 
became a Christian believer and eventu- 
ally a preacher of the Gospel. Why? 
Because he had found Judaism was not 


\ 
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good enough. It gave no assurance of 
salvation, no effectual comfort for the 
hour of death, and this because it lacks 
a really satisfying word for the guilty 
conscience. 

3. Another reason for evangelizing the 
Jew is that many Jews like other peo- 
ple are religious yes unsaved. Many 
follow a round of observances connected 
with their religion, but it is only a 
form of godliness with some of them, 
lacking reality, life, and power. And 
where these religious duties are most 
earnestly observed; and not as a mere 
formality, like similar pious Jews in 
Paul’s day, “they have a zeal of God, 
but not according to knowledge. For 
they being ignorant of God’s righteous- 
ness [as offered men in the Gospel], 
and going about to establish their own 
righteousness, have not submitted them- 
selves unto the righteousness of God. 
For Christ is the end of the law for 
righteousness’—the end of religious 
observances and duty-doing as a way 
of finding acceptance with God—“to 
every one that believeth” (Rom. 10:2-

Notes on Open Letters 


In What Sense Does God 
“ Create Evil“? 


As a reader of Tue Sunpay ScHoor 
Truss I have followed with interest your 
“Open Letter” column with much profit 
to myself; and am now writing to ask 
the meaning of the following from Isaiah 
45:7, “I form the light, and create dark- 
ness: I make peace. and create evil.” 
In discussing this passage with a friend, 
she said that she could not believe that 
God would willingly create evil, and what 
did I think? I had to confess my igno- 
rance on the subject, but said I would 
ask Tae Sunpay Scuoot Tomes Editor if 
he could throw any light on the matter, 
so am writing to ask your help. When 
one comes to think of it, the statement 
is rather startling, and I would be glad of 
some information.—A Canadian reader. 
In solving a problem found in any 
Bible text, it is impértant to discover 
whether there are other passages that 
give light on the same subject. Since 
God is the author of the Scriptures, there 
can be-no real contradiction or incon- 
sistency between its various parts, 
though to our limited minds there may 
seem to be. “God is light, and in him 
is no darkness at all” (1 John 1:5). “God 
is' not the author of confusion’ (1 Cor. 
14:33). m4 

Why is Isaiah 45:7 a hard passage? 
Because the Scriptures reveal God as 
perfectly holy and righteous, and it is 
inconceivable that He should be the 
author of man’s sin. He made man a 
free agent, and man of his own free will 
disobeyed God. James deciares plainly, 
“Let no man say when he is tempted, 
I am tempted of God: for God cannot 
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be tempted with evil, neither tempteth 
he any man: but every man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away of his own lust, 
and ertticed” (1:13, 14). Here, then, is a 
dilemma, and there must be some solu- 
tion. Prayer and patient study will often 
clear. up such apparent inconsistencies 
in the Bible. 

Many sound commentators agree that 
the “evil” of the text under discussion 
refers not to moral evil, but to physical 
afflictions and chastisement. Lange’s 
Commentaty holds that Isaiah was de- 
claring in this passage that Jehovah, and 
not the Persian god, Ahura-mazda, was 
the true, self-existent God. One of the 
aims of the passage was “that all nations 
may know Jehovah as the only true 
God. Here, too, as already remarked, 
the chief object is made prominent in 
I am the Lord in both verses. .. . Our 
passage shows plainly that to Cyrus it 
would be said, Jehovah stands high 
above Ahura-mazda, ... That primarily 
light and darkness in a physical sense 
are meant, appears from what follows. 
For it is more natural to think that 
peace and evil say something additional, 
than that they merely explain ‘light’ 
and ‘darkness’ (9:1)... . Nothing is meant 
to be affirmed concerning the origin of 
moral evil. . . . To conclude, the Prophet 
once more emphasizes the fundamental 
thought of his discourse, with the words: 
I the Lord do all these things.” 

D. R. Dungan points out: “In the Book 
of Isaiah the Prophet, we find a num- 
ber of ‘burdens.’ . . . These may serve 
as an introduction to the story of wrong- 
doing and physical suffering threatened 
and executed. Isaiah contains many de- 
nunciations against Israel. . . . These 
were the evils or afflictions brought 
upon the nations for their persistence in 
sin.... (Isa. 45:7). These chastisements 
seemed grievous, and yet they yielded 
peaceable fruit unto them that were ex. 
ercised thereby (Heb. 12:11).”—Int 
tional Standard Bible Encyclopedia. 

Matthew Henry says simply, “Not the 
evil of sin (God is not the author of 
that), but the evil of punishment.” 

The complete Jamieson, Fausset and 
Brown Commentary has this comment: 
“I form the light, and create darkness 
— Yatzar, to give ‘form’ to previously 
existing matter. Bara, to ‘create’ from 
nothing the chaotic dark material. light 
... darkness — in the literal sense (Gen. 
1:1-3); emblematical also of prosperity 
to Cyrus, calamity to Babylon and the 
nations to be vanquished (Grotius). 
Isaiah refers also to the Oriental belief 
in two co-existent eternal principles ever 
struggling with each other, light or 
good, and darkness or evil, Oromasden 
and Ahrimanen. God, here, in opposi- 
tion, asserts His sovereignty over both 
(Vitringa). I make peace and create 
evil— not moral evil (Jas. 1:13), but 
in contrast to ‘peace’ in the parallel 
clause, war, disaster (cf. Psa, 65:7; Amos 
3:6).” :

Much attention has been devoted to 
the service to our country’s fighting men 
and women. Stations have been selected 
with a view toward their nearness to 
military camps and bases. In overseas 
and combat areas transcriptions have 
been featured over approximately 100 
fifty and hundred-watt Army trans- 
mitters erected by the Government 
to serve military personnel within a 
given area, With the co-operation of the 
United States Government, a special pro- 
gram entitled “Hymns from Home,” 
largely musical in character, has been 
beamed to the defenders of our nation. 
Officers and enlisted men, and chaplains 
of various denominations, have written 
letters of enthusiastic endorsement and 
encouragement. These expressions are 
typical: : 

“I know a private, now in the Pacific 
theater of war, who has become a mem- 
ber of the church after hearing your 
Bible-grounded messages.”—Minnesota. 

“My husband, now in service, was bap- 
tized as an infant, but he fell away. 
Your broadcast aided him to be con- 
firmed after our marriage.”—Michigan. 

“Today I heard the Lutheran Hour 
for the first time since a year and a 
half ago.

This article reviews the book, “One God. The Ways We Worship Him.” 
by Florence Mary Fitch (Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Co., New York 18, 


N. Y., $2), of which a brief review was given in THe Sunpay ScHOOL 


Tres of January 27, 1945. 


“ NE God. The Ways We Worship 

Him,” is a book of photographs 
picturing Jewish, Roman Catholic, and 
Protestant worship. The photographs 
are beautiful, the text slight. The Jew- 
ish section is useful in throwing light 
on Old Testament history and ritual. 
That devoted to Romanism gives no 
inkling of the nature of Romanism in 
past and future, or of the crass super- 
stition of its teachings. Mr. H. G. Wells, 
in “Crux Ansata,” actually resolves his- 
tory into a cosmic struggle of mankind 
to release itself from the stranz'chold 


of that system that these photographs 
present with such charm. 

It is propaganda, then, and insidious 
propaganda at that. : 





Professor Johnston Ross used to speak 
of the phrase, “the fatherhood of God 
and. brotherhood of man” as “a moronic 
simplification.” When the terms as 
commonly understood are defined, their 
untruth is obvious enough. The father- 
hood of God was first revealed by Christ 
and that. fatherhood is only of Christ, 
as the divine Son. After Christ’s resur- 
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rection, the adoption of sons was ex- 
tended to His immediate following 
(John 20:17). The Old Testament does 
not teach it. It confines sonship to those 
“who fear him... and keep his cove- 
nant [of the Old Testament],” and “re- 
member his commandments to do them” 
(Psa. 103:17, 18). 

“One God,” takes as its device the 
words of Maiachi 2:10, “Have we not all 
one father? hath not one God created 
us?” But the word “all” does not refer 
to all men. The real meaning is, “Have 
not we [Jews] all one father ... Why 
do we [Jews] deal treacherously ... 
by profaning the covenant of our 
fathers?” 

Wherein did they profane the cove- 
nant? By intermarrying with heathen 
women (Mal. 2:11); by adopting the 
“inclusive” way of life that recognized 
heathen, as if they were children of 
God, in the family of God and under 
covenant relations with God. 





Malachi was the prophet associated 
with Nehemiah. Nehemiah recounts 
(Neh! 13) how the leaders of Israel 
entered into solemn league and cove- 
nant, with an oath, “Ye shall not. give 
your daughters unto their sons, nor take 
their daughters unto your sons, or for 
yourselves. . . . Thus cleansed I them 
from all strangers.” 

Separation, not unity, was the ideal 
of the law and the prophets. They op- 
posed all contacts and relationships with 
unbelieving peoples. Mixed marriages 
are as fatal socially and religiously to- 
day as in Israel’s day. Co-worship, too, 
is an abomination. 

This second chapter of Malachi closes 
with condemnation for the sentimental- 
ists of “the fatherhood of God” theory. 
“Ye have wearied the Lord with your 
words. . . . When ye say, Every one 
that ddeth evil is good in the sight of 
the Lord, and he delighteth in them 
[i.e., as if they were His ‘children’].” 

“Except a man be born again [from 
above], he cannot see the kingdom of 
God” (John 3:3). 





“The staff of Riverside Church” is 
credited with having helped shape this 
book, “One God. The Ways We Wor- 
ship Him.” One can believe it. It tells 
us that God is King of kings, Ruler of 
the universe. That is true, and the only 
times the phrase, “King of kings and 
Lord of lords” is used is in tribute to 
the Lord Jesus Christ (1 Tim. 6:15; Rev. 
17:14; .9:16). The Lamb is King of 
kings, and they that are with Him are, 
not all ‘mankind, but those who “are 
called and chosen and faithful” (Rev. 
17:14). God is Judge of every individual, 
not Father (in the Christian sense), as 
this book tells the children. “Jesus was 
one of the greatest teachers of the 
world,” says Miss Fitch, following Fos- 
dick. Not so! He cannot be classified 
with the world’s teachers. He was not 
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one of them nor of their world. He 
was the Lamb of God that taketh away 
the sins of the world. ; 


“Jesus believed that God’s will will 
triumph on earth, but he needs the help 
of man.” Not of men in general, how- 
ever, but only of those who are born 
into the new life through Him. What a 
shriveled God to be dependent ‘in any 
way on the average unregenerate deni- 
zen of New York or Peiping, or Benares! 


The resurrection is reduced to “an 
old tradition.” Inspiration is travestied. 
But the Federal Council of Churches 
and the World Council of Churches are 
acclaimed ! 





The National Conference of Christians 
and Jews seems to be a promoter of 
this beok. It is in their specious vein. 
Co-operators are Ross of the Paulists 
and Nevins of Maryknoll. The National 
Conference has here, as so often, given 
Romanism opportunity for propaganda. 
The Publicity Department of the Arch- 
diocese of New York has provided the 
flattering photographs. They comé from 
the great ecclesiastical mansion on Madi- 
son Avenue, known as “the powerhouse” 
of Tammany politics. They idealize 
Romanism at every point. One never 
sees nuns like these. In real life they 
are pallid and unresponsive. I remem- 
ber in a leading New York Catholic 
church at both entrances the notice, 
“Watch your. purses.” In many cities, 
Roman churches are nests of bingo gam- 
bling and, in the Whiskey Trust, Vati- 
can investments are very large indeed. 
Back of the corrupt city machines are 
the Roman hierarchies. In this book 
the Pope is presented in lovely white 
samite, but his record is neither lovely 
nor white. He has been one of the most 
persistent and nefarious intriguers of 
our time. He and his predecessor, Pius 
XI, were responsible for the horrid fate 
of Spain. They were in at the kill in 
Croatia. They countenanced the wicked 
raid on Abyssinia. 


People are getting on to the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews. It 
is financed by Jews, heavily so. No 
objection to that! But it is the smoke- 
sereen behind which clericalism has 
worked for years. “Behind the Inter- 
Faith cloak,” insists Kenneth Leslie, 
“flashes the stiletto aimed at the heart 
ef our free democracy.” And what’s 


more he has proved his case! The 


“Holy Inter-Faith Cartel” of Jew, Cath- 
olic, and Apostate Prostestant has long 
been a laughingstock for the well-in- 
formed. ° 

But it is not merely absurd. Co- 
operation with heretics has been always 
condemned by the Vatican. Why is it 
allowed in this case? Because it is a 
part of the program of penetration into 
Protestant areas. It disarms opposition. 
The unsuspecting and unread public, 
who take this book out of a country 
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‘. 
library, will think to itself, “After all, 
there is no great difference between 
Catholic and Protestant.” Mr. T. S. 
Eliot has said that “the deepest chasm 
in human life is that which separates 
those who believe in Christ’s revelation 
and those who deny it.” The next deep- 
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est is that which divides us from Rome! 

And the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews tries to conceal this bot- 
tomless chasm with attractive photg- 
graphs. By so doing they remove land- . 
marks and make the blind to wander in 
the way. 


Holding Attention in an Adult Class 


Skillfully using illustration and Scripture to stimulate thinking 


FTER more than thirty years of Sun- 

day school work, as scholar, teacher, 
and superintendent, it is my conclusion 
that you can get almost anyone to enter 
into the spirit of a thing if you make 
it more attractive than whatever it may 
be that he is occupied with at that 
particular time. 

To begin with, as soon as the class 
has assembled, I request one minute of 
silent prayer, each member taking that 
time to pray for something or someone 
for whom they have special concern. 
At the end of that minute, I usually 
pray briefly, asking God to give special 
consideration to these requests, and a 
very definite blessing upon the lesson. 

This has a sobering effect on all, and 
generally makes the class members con- 
scious of where they are and what has 
brought them there. It also seems to 
make them eager to get started with 
the lesson, realizing that the time for 
the lesson is all too short and they want 
all they can get for the effort they 
have made. 

My next step is to introduce the lesson, 
which I usually try to do with some kind 
of an illustration, sometimes a story of 
human interest, or a quotation directly 
related to the subject of the lesson. 
Whenever you get folks thinking along 
with you, their minds are not prone to 
wander, and they generally follow along 
until the very end of the lesson. 

For example, in a lesson on “Gideon's 
Faithful Few,” it was obvious that with 
God, quality was of greater importance 
than quantity. I used this thought in 
telling about a: recent absence from 
home, when the question of where to 
eat became very important. I finally 
found a‘ little hole-in-the-wall restau- 
rant, where small portions of everything 
were served, but it was the finest food 
in the city. I was willing to pay more 
for less, and seemingly God was more 
interested in the few of Gideon’s faith- 
ful than the original ten thousand. It 
was this point tnat struck a responsive 
interest, and from there it was easy to 
enlarge on the theme of the lesson— 
faithfulness, 

Basically, faithfulness is the first requi- 
site of successful enterprise, I proceeded 
to stir further interest by asking just 
what it is to be faithful, and how does 
it affect our home life? The lesson 
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clearly showed that the faithfulness of 
Gideon’s men accomplished victory. In 
other words, a life of victory is a life 
of faithfulness. PF 
Reference was again made to some- 
thing close to everyone’s heart, and that 
is the happy and successful life of two 
people who have become man and wife. 
Let their affections become divided, and 
they become careless of what and where 
they go, it soon spells doom for that 
marriage. The very foundation of hu- 
man happiness is faithfulness in every- 
thing and at all times. . 
By asking at this point if any in the 
class ever witnessed failure on the part 
of any who practiced faithfulness to 
God, at once all minds were alert, and 
again instead of folks falling asleep or 
turning their ‘thoughts in other direc- 
tions, they followed along, so that if you 
ask if someone has a Scripture to sup- 
port that claim, one or another invari- 
ably has one. The thought might be 
injected here that it is impossible to 
please God without faith, which gives 
just another opportunity to bring in 
the Gospel, and thus to startle an un- 
saved person in the class. Then some 
patriarch in the class will undoubtedly 
remind all how important it is to com- 
mit the truth of God to faithful men,, 
and if after all God is so careful about 
His affairs, how can we be less careful? 
If the lesson period is about thirty 
minutes long, it is well to refer to the 
verses of Scripture in the lesson from 
time to time, even asking someone to 
read a particular verse. Very often it is 
well, at certain points of the lesson, to 
ask if there are any questions, and 
sometimes lively discussion is provoked. 
Of course care must be exercised to 
keep such questions in proper balance, 
but enough freedom should be given to 
keep the mind and heart motivated in 
the right direction. Proper leadership 
will almost always keep the track clear 
and the subject moving along until each 
point has been fully covered. 
Illustrations should be used freely, 
and especially if they can be drawn/ 
from human life, for nothing seems to 
arouse people’s minds like something 
that has to do with everyday life. They 
understand better and enjoy the lesson, 
more. It is good always to be very im-

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


é EUTERONOMY” means _ the 
second law. It was the guide- 

. book for the people, even as 
Leviticus was for the priests, and Num- 
bers for the Levites. Its key word is 
“obey.” It consists of addresses given 
by Moses to Israel in the plains of Moab 
as they were waiting for Jehovah’s word 
to enter the land. In these discourses 
the aged prophet rehearses God’s ways 
with them from the time they left Egypt 
until they reached the eastern side of 
the Jordon. Over and over again he 
stresses the importance of remembering 
how God had undertaken for them, and 
he impresses upon them the truth of the 
divine government. As the covenant- 
people of Jehovah, they were responsible 
to live in subjection to His holy law, 
and to observe the statutes and judg- 
ments which He had revealed. This 
call to obedience, however, was based 
upon pure grace. Israel had not mer- 
ited the inheritance which they were 
soon to possess. If was to be theirs on 
the ground of the covenant God had 
made with Abraham their. father (Gen. 
17:8), _He had. promised to give this 
land to the seed of the Patriarch, and 
now He was about to fulfill His word. 
In this we have a beautiful type of His 
present ways of grace with us, we who 
compose the Church, which is the Body 
of Christ. Ours is not an earthly in- 
heritance, but we have been blessed 
“with all spiritual blessings in heavenly 
places in Christ” (Eph. 1:3). This is 
according to the riches of His grace 
(Eph. 1:7), and has nothing whatever to 
do, with any question of meritorious 
behavior on our part. But because of 
this new place into which we have been 


brought, as those “accepted in the be- 
loved,” we are called upon to walk in 
obedience to the will of God as unfolded 
to us in the New Testament Scriptures. 
We are “created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we should walk in them” 
(Eph. 2:10). 


The Historical Setting 


Israel’s forty years’ sojourn in the wil- 
derness had nearly come to a close. 
Moses knew he was not to be permitted 
to lead them into Canaan, so he gave 
them the messages contained in the 
Book of Deuteronomy as his farewell 
instruction. The last chapter was writ- 
ten, not by him, but by some other in- 
spired. writer possibly Joshua or an- 
other of the associates of Moses. — 


Verse by Verse 


Deut. 4:1—“‘Now therefore hearken 

. . that ye ‘may live, and go in and 
possess the land.” Israel’s earthly in- 
heritance, and the ability to enjoy it, 
depended upon their obedience to the 
Law that God had given, through Moses. 
It was grace that took them up when 
they were slaves in Egypt and provided 
a way of deliverance. Now, as God's 
acknowledged people, they were called 
upon to walk in. subjection to His will. 
Only as they did this could they count 
on continued blessing. 

Verse 32—“Ask .. . whether there 
hath been any such thing as this great 
thing is.” Never in former centuries 
had God so dealt with any nation as 
with Israel. He had taken them up in 
His sovereignty to bring them near to 
Himself and to make them His witnesses 
in the earth (Isa. 43:10). 

Verse 33.—“Did ever people hear the 
voice of God speaking .. . as thou hast 
heard, and live?” The manifestation of 
the divine presence and power, as re- 


vealed to them at Sinai, was altogether 
unique. This made their responsibility 
all the greater. 


Verse 34—“Hath God assayed to go 
dnd take him a nation from the midst 
of another nation . . . according to all 
that the Lord your God did for you?” 
He had manifested Himself in Israel's 
behalf in a marvelous manner and this 
brought them into a special relationship 
with Him, as the people whom He had 
redeemed and made His own. 


Verse 35.—“Unto thee it was shewed, 
that . . . the Lord he ig God; there is 
none else beside him.” Other nations 
might feel after God, hoping that they 
might find Him (Acts 17:27), but to 
Israel He had given clear and positive 
evidence, not only of His existence, but 
of the truth that He was the omnipotent 
God, who was ever concerned about the 
welfare of those who put their trust in 
Him. 


Verse 36.—‘Thou heardest his words 
out of the midst of’ the fire.” This was 
when He gave His holy Law at Mt. 
Sinai (Exod. 19:17-21). 


Verse 37—“Because he loved thy 
fathers, therefore he chose their seed 
after them.” It was in fulfillment of 
His covenant made with Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob that He had acted to 
deliver their descendants and to bring 
them out of Egyptian bondage. They 
had not merited any such goodness. It 
was in pure, sovereign grace that Je- 
hovah had taken them up and brought 
them to Himself. . 


Verse 38.—“To drive out nations... 
to bring thee in, to yive thee their land . 
for an inheritance.” He brqight them 
out that He might bring them in. He 

uld not be satisfied to leave them in 
the wilderness, though He had disci- 
plined them there. But He was now 
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about to establish them in the inheri- 
tance He had promised them. - 


Verse 39.—“The Lord he is God... 
there is none else.” This was the great 
truth made known to Israel, the truth 
they were responsible to maintain and 
to declare to the nations. 


Verse 40—“Thou shalt keep therefore 
his statutes, and his. commandments.” 
These laws were for their blessing and 
were designed to guard them from the 
prevalent evils of the surrounding peo- 
ples. It was to their own best interests 
to yield full and hearty obedience. By 
so doing, they would insure God’s favor. 
Length of days, fruitful fields, and all 
temporal blessings were promised on 
condition of their obedience. That they 


failed miserably and so forfeited all 


claim to their land on the ground of 
their own obedience, we know. Never- 
theless, the law was their child-trainer 
until the coming of Christ, who fulfilled 
the law perfectly and opened the way 
into full blessing by His death and res- 
urrection. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


After saving Israel out of Egypt and 
bringing them to the foot of Sinai | 
grace, there God gave them His hol 
Law, with its statutes and judgments. 
This Law served a twofold purpose. It 
taught the young nation how to live, 
warning them against the sins that 
abounded among the nations of Canaan, 
who, because of their corruption, were 
driven out before His people. From 
this standpoint it was a great blessing 
to them. Had they continued in obe- 
dience to its demands, they would ever 
have remained a happy and prosperous 
nation. 

But it also served another purpose. 
It was designed to test Israel in order 
to make manifest the utter sinfulness 
and untrustworthiness of their hearts. 
And in testing them, God was putting 
the whole world on trial (Rom. 3:19). 
In Israel we see, as it were, a cross 
section of the entire human race. Their 
failure demonstrated the sad condition 
of all men. Thus all are shut up to 
grace if they would be saved at all (Rom. 
11:32).

ger of utterly misunderstanding and even 
misusing the present lesson.

Law says, “Be good and 
righteous and I will bless you.” Grace 
says, “I have blessed you. Now be good 
and walk before God in righteousness.” 

This was, in fact, the principle on 
which God acted when He gave the law 
to the people He’ had redeemed from 
Egyptian bondage. But they failed to 
recognize His grace and sought to obtain 
His favor by human merit, “because they 
sought it not by faith,” as Paul tells 
us in Romans 9:31-33. Thinking they 
were quite competent to earn salvation 
by their own efforts, they failed to rec- 
ognize their need of a Saviour (Rom. 
10: 1-4). 


Applications and Summaries 


There is a vast difference between 
legal obedience, which is based upon 
man’s confidence in his own ability to 
walk before God in righteousness, and 
the obedience of love, which is the re- 
sult of a recognition of the goodness of 
God and which gives one an earnest 
desire to obey His Word out of love for 
the One who gave it. 

God promised long life on earth to 
those who were obedient to His com- 
mandments. He never promised a 
heavenly inheritance upon that ground. 
Only by grace alone can anyone be as- 
sured of eternal salvation and fitness 
for a home in the Father’s House. 
_The more conscientious a man is who 
seeks eternal life by Law-keeping, the 
more hopeless he will become as he re- 
alizes the corruption of his own heart 
and his inability to meet the require- 
ments® of the righteousness of God. 

Christ Jesus, the perfectly righteous 
One, who failed in nothing, but kept the 
Law perfectly, took, in grace, the place 
of sinners and endured on the cross the 
full penalty of the Law which man had 
broken, and now, upon the basis of His 
finished work, God can be just and the 
justifier of all who believe in (that is, 
put their trust.in) Him as their Saviour. 

Christian obedience is based upon the 
knowledge of accomplished redemption. 
We-who have been saved by grace, 
through faith alone, are now “created 
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in Christ Jesus unto good works, which 
God hath before ordained that we should 
walk in them” (Eph. 2:8-10). 

Scripture speaks of three kinds of 
works: ~ 

Evil works are the deeds of wicked 
men, whereby they manifest the corrup- 
tion of their nature (John 7:7). 

Dead works are legal works: the ef- 
forts of well-meaning men, still dead in 
trespasses and sins, to earn the favor 
of God (Heb. 9:14). 

Good works are the good deeds which 
are the result of the love of God shed 
abroad in the heart by the indwelling 
Holy Spirit (Titus 3:8). 

There are those who fear that if men 
are freed from legal restraint it will 
give license to sin. Such forget that 
he who is born of God hates)|sin and 
loves righteousness. Such a one can 
find lasting joy only as he walks before 
God in loving obedience.

He both “spake” (Deut. 4:12) and 
“wrote” (v. 13) His words to them. As 
for us, we have the living written Word 
in the Holy Scriptures (Heb. 4:12), and 
the living personal Word, in the Lord 
Jesus Christ (John 1:1-14). 


“Did ever people hear the voice of 
God speaking out of the midst of the 
fire, as thou hast heard, and live?” (v. 
33.)—God calls upon them to “ask of 
the days that are past ... since the day 
that God created man ... and ask from 
the one side of heaven unto the other, 
whether there hafh been any such thing 
as this great thing is, or hath been heard 
like it?” (v. 32.) 

In verse 11 we are told that the moun- 
tain from which He spake and on which 
he wrote “burned with fire unto the 
midst [or heart] of heaven.” 

All their asking and searching for 
something comparable to this would be 
in vain. For not since the dawn of 
creation had God given such a special 
mark of divine favor. 

Although the expression “burned with 
fire to the midst of heaven” intimates a 
sin-consuming flame, burning all that is 
displeasing to God, it also has a typical 
reference to the love of God, for He re- 
minds them that He loved their fathers 
and chose their seed after them (v. 37). 
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We know from Hebrews 1:1 that God 
“in many parts and in many ways spake 
of old unto the fathers in the prophets,” 
but “hath in the end of these days spoken 
to us in the Son” (lit.). Hence, we 
should be prepared to find in the New 
Testament that which could not be found 
in the Old. “ 

From Adam to Moses, nothing could 
be found to compare with the fact of 
God speaking out of the midst of the 
fire to a people who heard and lived, 
but now we can refer to a far greater 
thing: God speaking in His Son to a 
people who hear and receive eternal 
life! 

“God assayed to go and take him a 
nation from the midst of another nation” 
(v. 34)—That nation was Israel. In 
Acts 15:14 God is seen visiting the Gen- 
tile nations “to take out of them a peo- 
ple for his name.” That people con- 
stitutes the Church, the Bride of the 
Lamb. 

A young man seriously asked me one 
day where we got the notion that we 
meant more to the Lord in the matter 
of relationship than Israel or the nations 
did. 

I asked him what he would say if 
someone asked him where his bride got 
the notion that she meant more to him 
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in the matter of relationship than all 
other women. 

He said, “It would be from the fact 
that she is my bride, and there is no 
closer relationship than that.” 

“Exactly,” we said; “and it is only of 
the Church that it is written, ‘For we 
are members of his body, of his flesh, 
and of his bones’” (Eph. 5:30). 

And when we quoted Ephesians 1:22, 
23, how that God gave Christ “to be 
the head over all things to the church, 
which is his body, the fulness of him 
that filleth all in all,” he was satisfied. 

“For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life.” Here 
we certainly have a fire that burns to the 
heart of Heaven—the unquenchable 
flame of unchangeable, everlasting love! 

Nothing excels the stupendous fact of 
God revealing Himself from Heaven, in 
the unspeakable gift of His beloved Son 
—and that Son bearing the judgment 
of sin, consuming all that was abhor- 
rent to God. 

Who can read Luke 15, where mention 
is made of joy in Heaven over one re- 
penting sinner and where there is 
merrymaking and rejoicing springing- 
from the heart of the Father, without 
detecting a love burning from the heart 
of Heaven! 


“He hath made his wonderful works 
to be remembered” (Psa. 111:4).—This 
Golden Text is most fitting for this 
lesson. 

Someone once gave me a wall motto 
which has had its influence on my mem- 
ory. It said: 

"Tis sweet to be remembered, 
And a pleasant thing to find, 

That though we may be absent 
We still are kept in mind! 

If friends appreciate beiftg remem- 
bered — and they do—how much more 
does the Lord value our every remem- 
brance of Him and His wonderful works f 

What a privilege to have His wonder- 
ful creative and redemptive works in 
remembrance !

(Deut. 4:9, 10; Josh. 24:26, 27) 
ID any of you boys and girls ever - 
forget to do what Mother or Daddy 
told you? Oh, you have! 

I know a little boy who always prom- 
ises to do what he is told, and then when 
he gets out with the boys, he forgets, 
and does things he shouldn’t. Then 
when Mother says, “Why did you go 
idown the hill when you promised not 

go?” he always answers, “I forgot.” 
it’s so easy to forget, and do what we 
fwant to do, instead of what we were 
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told. People are like that, big and little. 
God knows they are. Joshua knew it, 
too, so when he was old and knew he 
was going to die, he called the Israel- 
ites together and told them over again 
all the things God had commanded. 
When he was through talking,.the peo- 
ple all said, just as the little boy did, 
“We will obey.” 

But Joshua gave them something to 
make them remember. He took a great 
stone and set it under an oak tree and 
said to the people, “This stone has heard 
all the words vf the Lord, and has heard 
you promise to obey all God’s commands, 
so it will stand against you, if you for- 
get or disobey God.” 


But we can’t have a big stone to carry 
around to make us remember. How can 
we get over our forgetting? This is 
a great secret that most people do not 
know, even people who love the Lord 
Jesus Christ, byt there is a way to stop 
forgetting. 


You know that when you believe in 
the Lord Jesus, His Holy Spirit comes 
into your heart to stay. Do you know 
what He does? He guides you into all 
truth; He shows you the things Jesus 
wants you to know. 


If you ask the Lord Jesus Christ to 
help you remember things you should 
not forget, His Holy Spirit will bring 
them to your mind. When you are very 
little, learn to ask Jesus to help you 
about everyday things. He does answer 
children’s prayers. 


Just the other day a little boy lost his 
new green sweater. He looked for it, 
his brother looked for it, his mother 
looked for it, even the neighbors looked 
for it, because he lost it on the way 
home from school.

Topic and Scripture: 
Remembering What God Has Done 
(Deut. 4:5-10; Josh. 24:26, 27) 


AVE two pupils dressed in costumes 

to represent Moses and Joshua, with 
their replies written on a paper rolled 
like a scroll, from which the pupil reads. 
(The same thing can be done without 
special costumes, if they are not avail- 
able.) Also provide pictures of George 
Washington and Abraham Lincoln. 

Moses, what nation of all the world 
was the greatest in your day: the Egyp- 
tians, the Canaanites, the Hebrews? 

Moses: My people, the Hebrews. 

The Hebrews! Why, they were merely 
wandering bands of ex-slaves! 

Moses: “What nation is there so great, 
who hath God so nigh unto them, as the 
Lord our God is in all things that we 
call upon him for? And what nation 
is there so great, that hath statutes and 
judgments so righteous as all this law?” 
(Deut. 4:7, 8.) 

Oh, is that what makes a nation great 
—to have God near, and to have fair 
laws? Can you boys and girls tell in 
what troubles the Hebrews had called 
upon the Lord and He had helped them? 
(Slavery in Egypt, threatened destruc- 
tion by the Egyptian army at the Red 
Sea.) How did the Hebrews get their 
fair laws? (From God to Mount Sinai.) 
Can you name some of those laws? 
(The Ten Commandments.) How near 
was God to the Hebrews? - (His pres- 
ence stayed in the Tabernacle, which 
was pitched in the center of the He- 
brew camp — Exod. 25:22; 40:38; Num. 
1:1; Deut. 23:14.) 

Moses, if your people had followed the 
Lord and kept His commandments, 
would they be a great nation today? , 

Moses: How often I warned them, 
“Take heed to thyself . . lest thou 
forget the things which thine eyes have 
seen” (Deut. 4:9). 

Joshua, you were ancther great leader 
of the Hebrews. How did you try to 
keep them from forgetting? 

Joshua: Before I died I reminded them 
of all the great things God had done 
for them in bringing them from Egypt 
and driving out their enemies and giv- 
ing them their land. Then I made them 
choose whether they would worship God 
or the idols of other peoples. They 
chose the Lord. We made an agreement 
and I wrote their promise in the Bible 
we had, which contained God’s prom- 
ises to them. Then I took a great stone 
which had heard God’s laws and put 
it under an oak tree near the Taber- 
nacle—as a reminder to the people. 

Sketch ‘on the blackboard a tree with 
a large stone beneath. Print the Mem- 
ory Verse on the stone — “He hath made 
his wonderful works to be remembered” 
(Psa. 111:4). 
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Address the pictures of Washington 
and Lincoln: You weré great leaders 
of a people who, like the Hebrews, had 
sought a new land and a chance to wor- 
ship God. Could your struggling states 
ever become a great nation? 

Boys and girls, what wonderful things 
has the Lord done for our own land and 
people? And the most wonderful thing 
of all is that God sent His Son to be 
our Saviour—not only the Saviour of 
the Hebrews who were His Chosen 
People, but the Saviour of everyone 
who loves and trusts Him. What re- 
minder ‘has our Lord Jesus left that we 
should not forget Him and His death 
for us? (Luke 22:19, 20.) ° 

Ask pupils to bring pictures showing 
times we can remember the Lord: fam- 
ily at home, when walking, when going 
to bed, when getting up.

AY, fellows, you have a brain shelf 

labeled “Memories.” This is where 
you file records of incidents and experi- 
ences that you will want to take down 
and look over again at some future time. 
You become so used to filing these 
records that you do it almost uncon- 
sciously, and sometimes without think- 
ing, you lay records upon memory’s 


‘shelf which would much better be for- 


gotten for all time. They are the ugly 
and unpleasant things which it does no 
good to remember, the things that only 
open up fresh wounds when they are 
recalled. On the other hand, memory’s 
shelf can be a very profitable and de- 
lightful part of your brain equipment. 
Even unpleasant things should be filed 
there if the experience has served to 
show you a dangerous spot in the road 
which should be avoided in passing that 
way again. 

But I like now and then to take down 
the happy records and look them over. 
I have in my file a packet labeled “Rem- 
iniscences.” It is stuffed full of re- 
minders of happy experiences of the 
past. Each one brings to mind some 
former acquaintance or old friend, some- 
times one who in the rush and business 
of life has become separated from me 
—he in his busy careér:and I in mine 
—and I stop right there and write him 
a little note and tell him I still love 
him and wish we might have some of 
those good ‘old times together again. 
It is a refreshing thing to do. 

But Moses has found in our lesson 
today the very best possible use to make 
of memory’s shelf. It is to help us re- 
member the goodness of God; His un- 
merited kindnesses in the past. Moses 
was standing on the brink of his de- 
parture. He was about to relinquish the 
title of leader. God was not permitting 
him ‘to enter the Promised Land, but 
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was calling him Home, Soon Joshua 
would take his place at the head of the 
Israelites and cross the Jordan into Ca- 
naan. They had gone through many 
trying experiences, had fought many 
battles; but there were conquests and 
heavy engagements ahead. Moses knew 
that his people would yet be subjected 
to many severe tests. So he boosts his 
people’s courage and determination by 
telling them to look back and see how 
God had solved their every problem of 
the past, had delivered them out of 
Egypt from Pharaoh’s power with a 
mighty and a stretched-out arm; how 
He had provided for them food and 
water and shelter in the long desert 
wanderings; and how He had Biven them 
marvelous victories over the enemies 
who had sought to block their way. 
“Remember these things,” Moses told 
them, “when you come to new difficul- 
ties and your hearts grow faint; for God 
is the same now and will continue to 
be your shield and buckler.” 

Fellows, you are bound to come to 
hard places, perhaps harder than you 
have ever known. Don’t let them get 
you down.

THE CHALLENGE OF OvuR HERITAGE 


HAT was the secret of Moses’ suc- 

cess? Through faith Moses was 
able to see “him who is invisible” (Heb. 
11:27), and this vision he wanted his 
followers to have. If one can see God 
in a burning bush, in a cloud or a rock, 
in the daily food supply; if one can 
know Him as a traveling Companion, 
can talk with Him as a Friend, and talk 
convincingly about Him, all of this is a 
foundation for victorious living. 

The Lord is greater than anything that 
can happen to us (Deut. 2:36); and we 
can be more certain of Him than any- 
thing we can see (Deut. 4:15-19). Mark 
in chapter 4 of Deuteronomy the verses 
that emphasize the greatness of the liv- 
ing God. 

In those days everybody was want- 
ing a god — Egyptians, Canaanites, Am- 
monites, Amalekites, and all the others. 
Because they did not know the invisible 
God, their hearts were not ready to re- 
ceive the justice and righteousness of 
His laws, and each separate nation made 
up artificial gods of their own. Idol 
worshipers tried to commune with these 
handmade gods, which, of course, were 
powerless to reply. When Moses, in con- 
trast, showed Israel how they might

recognize the invisible God through mir- 
acles, by listening to His voice and obey- 
ing His holy Law, there was danger lest 
they lose faith and return to the visible 
idolatry they had left, or take up the 
idolatry of their new homeland. 

See how the warnings given Israel are 
appropriate today: “Lest thou forget 
the things which thine eyes have seen”; 
“Lest they depart from thy heart” (Deut. 
4:9). What was Israel’s heritage? What 
is ours? “Lest ye corrupt yourselves” 
(v. 16). Are we keeping ourselves free 
from the corruption of the world? “Lest 
thou lift up thine eyes unto heaven... 
to worship them” (v. 19). Do we give 
the Lord the pre-eminence? “Lest ye 
forget the covenant” (v. 23). Is the Bible 
our sure Guide? 

What had God done for Israel at the 
time of this lesson? . “From the midst 
of the furnace of iron” He brought them 
forth (Deut. 4:20; 1 Kings 8:51). He 
gave statutes and judgments which lifted 
standards high above those of neighbor- 
ing nations (v. 8). Out of the midst of 
the elements He talked with His people 
(v. 33), and helped them become an in- 
dependent nation (v. 34). How has God 
blessed America in similar ways? 

Moses made practical application of 
his instructions. In his private life he 
remembered God. When he talked with 
God he waited reverently for a response. 
So that future generations might know 
and obey God, Moses left written ac- 
counts of law and history.

1. What Do Jews Believe? 
(Deut, 6:1-15) 


HE term “Jew,” as generally used 

today, refers not so much to a par- 
ticular religion as to a race. It is ap- 
plied to that group of Semitic people 
who have descended from the remnants 
of the Southern Kingdom of the Israel- 
ites. It consisted originally of the tribes 
of Judah and Benjamin, and is fre- 
quently referred to in the Old Testa- 
ment merely as Judah. The people of 
the Southern Kingdom, you wil! recall, 
were carried away into captivity by the 
Babylonians, nearly six hundred years 
before Christ. Seventy years later a 
remnant returned to their Iand. Later, 
still other groups returned, and, at the 
time of the Lord Jesus, the descendants 
of these remnants were living in the 
land, under the dominion of the Roman 
Empire. Seventy years after Christ, the 
Roman Emperor Titus invaded the land 
to put down a rebellion. He destroyed 
the Temple, and scattered many of the 
peeple to the far corners of the earth. 
From that time until recent years, Jews 


, have had no national home of their own, 
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but have lived as alien groups in many 
countries of Europe, in the Near East, 
and in northern Africa, and in later 
years in America. 

we 


The answer to the question, “What do 
Jews believe?” is, “Many things.” There 
are some Jews who still hold, in a large 
measure, to the old traditions of their 
fathers. They observe many of the old 
forms and customs in the manner that 
we find described in the Old Testa- 
ment, chiefly in the Books of Leviticus 
and Deuteronomy. Naturally, they can- 
not follow the custom of their fore- 
fathers of worshiding in a central Tem- 
ple, since their. Temple has been 
destroyed and their people have been 
scattered. These Jews worship in syna- 
gogues, much as did the Jews of our 
Lord’s day. Certain Old Testament 
Scriptures are read in the Hebrew 
tongue, and prayers are said, many of 
which have been preserved for hundreds 
of years. They believe their Messiah 
is yet to come, and look upon the Lord 
Jesus as an impostor. 

ve 

Another large group of Jews, while 
having discarded many of the old forms 
and ceremonies, nevertheless, meet reg- 
ularly in synagogues,’ holding services 
resembling somewhat the Christian form 
of worship. They read certain portions 
of the Old Testament Scripture and 
traditional prayers, but their religion is 
largely ethical, without any real con- 
viction as to the inspiration of their 
Scriptures other than that they are the 
product of sincere leaders and teachers 
of high moral caliber. Many in this 
group consider the Lord Jesus a great 
ethical teacher, but not the divine Son 
of God. 

we 


Perhaps the largest group of Jews in 
the world today is made up of many 
individuals who have no faith at all. 
Tney have abandoned the faith of their 
fathers. They reject the Christian faith, 
and: have little, if any, religious con- 
viction, many are open and avowed athe- 
ists. It is in this group that Communism 
and Bolshevism have found fertile soil. 
Many of the early leaders of Commu- 
nism and Bolshevism were apostate 
Jews.

*A fourth group that should not be 
overlooked is a small but important 
number of Jews who have been born of 
the Jewish race and have been brought 
up in the traditions of their forefathers, 
but have come into the light of the New 
Testament, and have become Christian 
believers. They recognize that the Lord 
Jesus is their long-promised Messiah, 
who came, just as their prophets said 
He would, to die for the sin of the 
world, and that He will some day re- 
turn to set up His millennial Kingdom 
upon the earth, with His headquarters 


at Jerusalem and with a restored, re- 
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deemed remnant of Jews as His people, 
possessing and occupying the land which 
God promised thousands of years ago 
to Abraham, their forefather. 
4 

Those of us who have come into the 
blessings enjoyed by all those who ac- 
cept and follow the Lord Jesus as Sav- 
iour and Lord need to recognize our 
responsibility to Jews everywhere. In 
spite of the rebellion of the Jewish race 
against God, and its rejection, as a 
nation, of.the Lord Jesus as its Messiah 
and King, the Jews are still God's 
Chosen People, and He will one day so 
deal with them again. Meanwhile, He 
has left to us the responsibility of giv- 
ing the Gospel to these “brethren” of 
our Lord, and winning individuals of 
the Jewish race for the Lord Jesus. 
Certainly, as Christians, we can have no 
part in any movement that would per- 
secute the Jew. We may dislike and 
disapprove of some of their ways, but, 
as followers of the Lord Jesus, we will 
love the individuals, and seek by every 
means in our power to bring them to 
the Lord Jesus, who alone can change 
their Jacob nature to that of Israel. 

Aside, entirely, from our Christian re- 
sponsibility, we have a patriotic respon- 
sibility and a selfish interest in our 
treatment of the Jew. No nation that 
has persecuted the Jew has prospered, 
for God’s promise to Abraham and to 
his seed still stands, “I will bless them 
that bless thee, and curse him that 
curseth thee” (Gen. 12:3).

personal, — that is, tell only on yourself, 
or about persons unknown to the class. 

Then when you have led your class 
to the conclusion of the lesson, if you 
have neglected some important point, 
or, perhaps, have stressed another too 
much, try to clinch the theme by bring- 
ing the person of Christ before the class 
as the outstanding manifestation of the 
very thing you have been talking about. 
Again taking the lesson on Gideon, for 
example, emphasize how Christ was the 
perfect example of faithfulness, and that 
it was because of this that the Father 
could say from Heaven, “This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well pleased” 
(Matt. 3:17). It was this faithfulness 
that enabled our Lord to say, “I do al- 
ways those things that please the 
Father.” He was true to His trust and 
of Him it could be said, “He is faithful 
that promised.” 

Then close with some very potent 
verse of Scripture, as, for example, Rev- 
elation 19:11, “And I saw heaven 
opened, and behold a white horse; and 
he that sat upon him was called Faith- 
ful and True.” Picture such a sight and

Israel’s Heritage in Canaan (Deut. 4:38) 


HEN the Children of Israel 
were ready to cross the Jordan 
(Deut. 1:5), Moses gave four messages 
to them by way of preparation for en- 
tering into the Promised Land. In Deu- 
teronomy 4 he pointed out the way in 
which God had brought them out of the 
land of Egypt (v. 34), and now was 
about to help them drive the nations 
out of the land of Canaan, so that they 
might have it for an inheritance (v. 38). 
Archaeological discoveries give us 
light on these nations and peoples who 
were in Canaan at the time of Israel’s 
conquest of the land. A group of clay 
tablets, known as the Amarna Tablets, 
throw light on the conditions of the 
fourteenth century B.C., the approxi- 
mate time of Israel’s entry into Canaan. 
These tablets were found by a peasant 
woman in the late years of the nine- 
teenth century A.D., in central Egypt, 
and proved to be letters written by 
various kings of the city-states of Canaan 
to their overlords, the kings of Egypt.1 
Seven of the Amarna Tablets were 
written by the king of Jerusalem, a 
man named Ebed-Hepa. He usually be- 
gan his letters to the king of Egypt by 
saying, “To the king, my lord, saying, 
Ebed-Hepa, thy servant —at the feet of 
my lord the king, seven times and seven 
times I prostrate myself.” This was 
equivalent to saying “Dear sir.” In these 
letters from Ebed-Hepa, we find a de- 
scription of Canaan that fits in with the 
picture indicated in Deuteronomy and 
Joshua. Canaan was divided up into 
city-states, each one being ruled by a 
king. These kings were often at war 
with one another, and, at times, several 
of them would band together, as shown 
by the Amorite league of five kings, 
described in the Book of Joshua (Josh, 
10:5). Some of the Amarna Tablets tell 
of the invasion of a group~called the 
Habiri. Since the word Habiri may be 
the same as the word “Hebrew,” some 
scholurs have thought that this may 
actually be a reference to the Hebrews

2 Elsewhere, 
Ebed-Hepa frantically pleaded for help 
from the Egyptian king, adding, “For if 
no troops come in this year, the whole 
territory of my lord the king will per- 
ish.”

4). Jews need salvation through Christ, 
and we who enjoy that salvation should 
do what we can to present their Saviour 
to them. 

4. Then, further, many Jews today 
have left the faith of their fathers, while 
others are deeply dissatisfied with it. 
There are many godless Jews given over 
to materialism. But sooner or later life 
smites men with blows that expose the 
hollowness of materialism as a philos- 
ophy of life. Therefore, that Jews who 
now are far from any recognition of 
God may know the way of life, it is 
our business to evangelize them. Per- 
haps, some day, they will. feel their 
need of God, will desire to find Him, and 
then they will need to know that the 
way to God is through Christ Jesus. 
Moreover, among Jews who are faithful 
to their religion there are those who 

. have a heart hunger Judaism does not 
satisfy, people like the man referred to 
above, who find Judaism unable to pacify 


the guilty conscience, and to light up 


the dark valley of death. To meet their 
spiritual dissatisfaction we should busy 
ourselves with making Christ known to 
‘the Jew. 

5. A new reason for pushing Jewish 
evangelism today is the changing atti- 
tude of Jews to our Lord. At one time, 
and for centuries, Jews had only bitter 
hostility toward the very mention of 
the name of Jesus: Un-Christlike per- 
secution of Jews by so-called Christians 
served to prejudice Jews against Christ 
and to increase the blindness of their 
hearts toward Him. But today that old 
attitude of bitter hostility is changing 
to one of inquiry, and even of pride in 
our Lord Jesus as the greatest of all 
Jewish teachers. No longer are ' Jews 
so blindly prejudiced as to see no good 
in Jesus of Nazareth. 
~-Dr. Klausner, a professor in the He- 
brew University at Jerusalem, has writ- 
ten in. our times his book, “Jesus of 
Nazareth,” which breathes a sympathy 
very foreign to the older Jewish atti- 
tude to our Lord. Sholem Asch, the pop- 
ular Jewish writer, has written “The 


\ 
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Nazarene,” and “The Apostle,” and such 
Jewish tributes to our Lord and the 
Christian Gospel as these books contain 
would hardly have been dreamed pos- 
sible twenty years ago. All this reveals 
how seriously the Jew today is recon- 
sidering and refashioning the traditional 
attitude toward Jesus Christ. 


The present is therefore a most stra- 
tegic hour for the evangelization of the 
Jew. Christians should, because of this 
changing Jewish attitude to our Lord, 
devote much more energy and conse- 
cration to buying up this present oppor- 
tunity of pressing the Gospel upon a 
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generation of Jews already moving 
toward a much more favorable evalua- 
tion of our Saviour. 


6. Then, too, the strategic place the 
Jew holds in the life of the world and 
in the purposes of God makes it impor- 
tant to take the Gospel ‘to the Jew. 
Whether we like it or not, the fact re- 
mains that God has chosen to make 
Israel His instrument in carrying out 
great purposes of blessing “to the race. 
Already, through the Jew, God has given 
us our Bible, our Saviour, our Chris- 
tian Gospei. And in the light of proph- 
ecy, we believe the Jew has still an 
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important part to play in bringing in 
that glorious day when the knowledge 
of the Lord shall cover all the earth. 
A large place in bringing about the 
Kingdom reign of Christ and its bless- 
ings seems to belong to Israel converted 
to Christ. Such is the import of Ro- 
mans 11. 

But Israel out of the will of God, un- 
believing and materialistic, instead of 
being a blessing is a stone of stumbling 
and a rock of offense among the nations. 
The sooner Israel is turned to her Mes- 
siah, the better not only for Israel but 
for the peace and blessing of all man- 
kind. So then, because of the strategic 
place Israel yet holds in the purposes 
of God, we should busy ourselves evan- 
gelizing the Jew. 

7. To round it out with a seventh rea- 
son, to present Christ to the Jew is a 
debt every Gentile Christian owes the 
Jew. Paul, a Hebrew. Christian, felt 
that the possession of the glorious boon 
of salvation in Christ put him in debt 
to all men to share the Gospel with them. 
We are Gentile Christians, and the pos- 
session of our great salvation in Christ 
puts us in debt to all who know Him 
not, to take to them the knowledge of 
Christ that has so blessed us. And espe- 
cially are we in debt to our Lord’s breth- 
ren after the flesh who do not yet know 
Him, to make Him known as their Mes- 
siah. We have already said our Bible, 
our Saviour, our Gospel all come to us 
from the Jew. Truly our Lord said, 
“Salvation is of the Jew.” That puts us 
greatly in debt to the Jew, and the best 
way to discharge that debt is to give 
back to the Jew that great Gospel of 
salvation we Gentiles have received 
from Jewish hands. To be in debt and 
to do nothing about it, when it lies in 
our power to do something about it, is, 
to say the least, decidedly dishonorable. 
Considerations of honor and fair play 
should keep us from neglecting to take 
the Gospel to the Jew. And better still, 
the love of Christ constraining us will 
set our feet in the way of making Him 
known to His brethren.
